Curtains. 


A very stylish and graceful design for sit- 


ting room or bedroom curtains recently orig- 
inated in the New York art rooms, and full 
directions are given here for making a pair. 
Tho curtains are inexpensive, the full cost for 
two deep windows boing about $3.50. The 
materials required are about two yards of 
cretonne, ten or twelve yards of cheese-cloth, 
and sufficient lace for finishing the front 
edges of tho* curtains and making an insertion 
across the top of each. Be careful in pur- 
chasing tho cheese-cloth to get a piece which 
s evenly, woven, and without black threads. 
Scrym may bo used instead of cheese-cloth, if 
referred, but it is more expensive. In buy- 
ng the. cretonne, get two patterns which 
lannonize, buying one yard of each. Cut 
ach yard 
in four places, 
lengthwise. 


!och curtain has two of these pieces at the 
»p, with an insertion of lace between. One 
urtain only will be described. Take one 
piece of each pattern of cretonne, stitch tho 
ace insertion between them, turn down tho 
edge about on inch of the one intended 
or the top of the curtain, and stitch the 
ibccse cloth on the other piece with a pud- 
ling-bag seam. Make a hem twelve inches 
deep on the bottom of the curtain. The lace 
'or the curtain should bo about four inches 
wide. Lay the lace flat on the right side of 
toe curtains, an inch f rorri the edge, with 
straight edge of the lace toward tho selvedge, 
and the pointed edge turning backward, 
Stitch it on. fold down the hem on the wrong 
side, and catch it fast with the long stitches. 
CutaV-«haped piece out of the lace at the 
lower corner of tho curtain, seam tho lace to- 
;ether mid sew it across the bottom of the 
urtain. 


Taking Care or the Hair. 


New York Sun.

The care of the hair was the subject of a. 


paper read to the Pennsylvania State Medical 
society by Dr. Shoemaker. His opinion is 
that the stiff hats, so extensively worhby 
men, produce more or less injury. The forms 
of hots that aro least injurious aro for winter, 
soft hats of light weight, having an open 
structure or pierced wfth numerous holes; for 
summer, light straws, also of open structore. 
As regards the head covering of women, the 
fashions have been for several years favor- 
able to proper form. The bonnet .and hat 
have become quite small, and cover but little 
of the head. This beneficial condition, how- 
ever, is to part counterbalanced by the weight 
of false curto, switches, puffs, etc., by the aid 
of which the women dress the head. In ap- 
plying water to the scalp and Ward, care 
should be taken not to use soap water too fre- 
quently, as it often causes irritation of the 
elands and leads to the formation of scurf. 
It is equally Important to avoid using on the 
head the daily Shower bath, which by its sud-, 
den, rapid and heavy fall, excites local irrita- 
tion, and, as a result, loss, of hair quickly fol 
lows. In case the health demands the shower 
bath, the hair should be protected by a bath- 
ing cap. After washing, the hair should bo 
briskly-rubbed with rough towels,the Turkish 
towel heated boing particularly serviceable. 
Oil has not only a cleansing action upon tlio 
scalp, but it also overcomes any rough or un- 
even state of the hair.

Sho was seen 
to cross over the bridge and from tb.it time 
op to tbe present no word has jjcen heard 
of her. Immediate search was made for the 
missing child, but nothing was found 
but her bucket, which was sitting on tb 
river bank near the bridge, containing only 
apart of the articles she had bought at the 
store. There were no signs of her having 
gone near the water, and tbe bucket found 
sitting on the bank was placed tlicic, Itis 
believed, by parties perfectly familiar with 
tbe child's whereabouts. Some believe tbo 
girl ran away, but the grief-stricken par- 
ents scout the Idea, sayine there was no 
cause, and are firm in tbo belief Ibat their 
child has been made the victim of fiendish 
traiqps, and possibly murdered by them to 
conceal their crime.
